Parliament and Legislature 


The task of framing a constitution for the Dominion of Canada was un- 
dertaken just at the time when the United States was engaged ina life and 
death struggle between the States of the North and the Southern Confeder- 
acy. The war of secession arose out of the issue of States’ rights, individ- 
ual States claiming and asserting their right to the exercise of certain autono- 
mous rights and powers and charging interference and usurpation of those 
rights and powers by the Federal authority at Washington, 

With the grim results of such a dispute over States’ rights before them, 
the fathers of the Canadian Confederation deliberately framed a constitution 
with the underlying idea of creating a strong and powerful Federal author- 
ity, rather than the development of strong Provinces. Consequently, the 
constitution of Canada is based on the reverse principle to that which was 
recognized in framing the constitution of the United/States. 

By the constitution of the big American republic, all powers not ex- 
pressly reserved to the Federal Government belong to and are exercised by 
the respective States; in Canada, on the other hand, all powers not ex- 
pressly conferred upon the Provinces are reserved to the Federal Govern- 
ment. This marked difference in the tinderlying principle of the constitu- 
tions of the two countries frequently leads to misunderstanding of the pow- 
ers and functions of Provincial Governments on the part of new settlers in| 
this country from across the border. As a result, requests and demands are 
made upon Provincial Governments which it is not within their powers 
and jurisdiction to grant. 

It is manifestly impossible in a bricf article to attempt even a bare 
enumeration of the exclusive powers conferred by the British North 
America upon the Dominion Parliament, on the one hand, and Provincial 
Legislatures on the other hand. Suffice it is to say that matters of a| 
national character, and those having to do with other countries, as well as 
those which are of an interprovincial nature, are reserved exclusively to 
Parliament. These include trade and commerce, navigation and shipping,} 
both sea coast and inland fisheries, postal services, military, naval and all 
matters connected with national defence, the criminal law, weights and | 
measures, banks, banking, currency and coinage, e¢tc., etc. 


it chooses, and to levy taxation on all the people, both direct and indirect. 

Provincial Legislatures, on the other hand, are restricted to the raising 
of money by direct taxation within the Province, the imposition of license 
fees, by borrowing onthe sole credit of the Province, and through the man- 
agement of such natural resources or local works and undertakings which 
they may possess. In legislation, the Provinces have jurisdiction over 
municipal institutions, incorporation of companies with Provincial objects, 
property and civil rights, the administration of justice, and generally all 
matters of a merely local or private nature in the Province. 

In regard to education, the Proyinces have control, subject, however, 


these limitations on its authority, the Dominion Parliament has the right 
to interfere and pass remedial legislation correcting an established griev- 
ance. This limitation, however, has only to do with the matter of separate 
échools and the rights) and privileges which by law are enjoyed by Roman 
Catholic or Protestant minorities respectively. This restriction upon the 
powers of Provinces in the matter of education, and the dual control pro- 
vided for in certain contingencies, has been the cause of more bitterness, 
friction and strife in Canada, and has-been responsible for retarding its de- 


velopment and prosperity to a greater extent, than any one other thing. | 


Nevertheless, it must be remembered. that unless the compromise, which 
this feature of our Constitution contains, had been arrived at, it would fiot 
have been possible to achieve Confederation in 1867. and probably not at 
any subsequent period. : ; 

The Dominion Parliament and the Provincial Legislatures both possess 
power to pass laws in relation to agriculture and immigration, but no Act 
of a Province may over-ride or be in conflict with a Dominion Act. 

Another matter over which legislative and legal differences of opinion 
have, arisen between the: Dominion and the Provinces is as to ownership 
and control of natural resources within a Province, A brief history of this 
question will constitute the basis of our next article.

Fifteen Banks Have Now Shut 
Down Due to Depleted 
Resources, 

Bismarck, N.D.—Three-more North 
Dakota banks closed their doors late 
today, due to depleted resources, 
bringing the total of such closures re- 
ported litre for the past 14 days to 15. 
Those shutting down today were the 
State Bank Of Adrian, the State Bank 
of Donnybrook, and the State Bank 
of Glenburn, all in Renville ocunty. 

Earlier in the day it was announc- 
ed that the State Bank of Mohall did 


not open for business today. It was 
the tenth bank closed. 
The State Bank examiner, C. E. 


Loftiis, announced that no receivers 
are being named for the closed banks, 
but an officer of each bank has Ween 
named a special deputy examiner to 
have charge of the institution. Loftus 
said he expected many, of the banks 
would reopen when the financial 
stringency was past.

1 tackled the Chief late one night, 
after our usual chess game, to let me 
pass the spring out at the Mountain, 
and held forth as a bait the prospect 
of reconciliation with Ki-say-the-nish, 
Finally | obtained his consent, but he 
insisted that I take an old and experi- 
enced voyager with me in whom he 
placed grcat confidence, but whom I 
did not care for—one, Pierre Marcel- 
lais, a French half-breed. 

The plan was that we were to leave 
The Pas. about the 20th of March 
with two trains of dogs and part. or 
the outfit, the dogs to continue haul- 

“ing as long as sleighing was good, 
Then we were to get two birch-bark 
canoes built up there and return to 
The Pas about the end of May when 
the fur season ended.

He dodged 
and I struck the collar irons at the 
back of his neck and drove them 
nearly through my hand. This clear- 
ed the dogs all right and away they 
went down stream. Just then the 
bottom ice I was standing on gave 
way, and I went down, and but for a 
knet-in the tail-line it would have 
been all day for me, and I would have 
gone under the ice. By this time 
the dogs- had reached firm ice and 
struggled out, assisted by the Indian, 
and their steady weight™pulled me to 
safety. My hand swelled badly (the 
right one) and 1 was in great distress 
for fear it would stop my _ goose- 
shooting. Here is _where Moo- 
choom came in, for when we got back 
to camp he took full charge of the 
treatment, and in a ‘week I was as 
well as ever. Daily a fine powder of 
some precious root was applied to the 
wound, while I had to drink freely of 
a decoction of the same. Natural- 
ly the medicine man had to be com- 
pensated. 

This was about the last of the 
sleighing, and indeed we all were de- 
lighted to see winter slowly relaxing 
its grasp on the land. I made a 
stand and put up some goose decoys.

Greenwich Clock Daily Corrected By 

Passage of Certain Stars. 
The recently appointed Astrono- 
mer-Royal, Sir Frank Dyson, senior 
warden of the London (Eng.) City 
Guild of Clockmakers, is responsible 
for Greenwich time, which is decided 
by the passage of certain stars, known 
s “clock stars,” over the incredibly 
thin spider’s thread, which, fixed in 
the lens of the transit instrument at 
the Royal Observatory, serves as the 
all-important Greenwich meridian. 
By electricity the masterclock at 
Greenwich automatically fires time- 
guns and drops time-balls in. various 
parts of Great Britain, and sends the 
hour of ten a.m. to post. offices and 
tailway termini. The Greenwich 
clock is one of the most accurate in 
the world, -but it is not quite perfect, 
and its “rate” is daily corrected by 
the observations made the previous 
night by the “Clock stats,” unless 
clouds have hidden them. But. if 
clouds prevented the correction of the 
Greenwich clock for a whole year its 
error in that time would be barely 
five seconds,

High Cost of Food Does Not Bother 
Bushmen.

Salt at Fort’ McMurray 


Extensive Field Definitely Establish- 
ed By Government Drillers. 

The existence of ani extensive field 
of high grade salt at Fort McMurray 
has been definitely established by 
drillers operating under the direction 
of the Provincial Government, the 
well having been sunk through thirty 
feet of pure sale at a depth of 650 feet. 

The exploration well at McMurray 
was begun about twelve months ago, 
under the direction of Hon. Mr, Cote, 
and the strike bears out the opin 
of geologists that an immense field 
of salt exists along the Athabasca 
River in the McMurray region. 

The government well has been 
drilled practically in the townsite of 
Fort McMurray, but has been besct 
with mechanical difficulties since 
operations were begun, At the pres- 
ent time, the drill in the salt vein to 
a depth of 35 feet, work has again 
been held up with cquipment trouble. 

Hon, Mr. Cote states that it will be 
necessary to sink another well to get 
the full advantage of the discovery, 
but that the strike will justify efforts
